bullet striking him In the mouth and 
killing him Instantly. His body fel 
overboard. Then every man in the

Young Dressner had been working

cil Rush, aged 10 yean, son of Mrs. 
qiaude A. Birch, lost his life In the 
Waters of the Halifax river 


Mr Birch, who Is employed 
at 


Clouser's garage, was notified 
of 


the drowning by a message Monday 
night and went Immediately to Day 
tins, where he remained until after 
tie funeral services were held Tueg- 


! According to the accounts of the 
distressing accident Mr. Byne and 
the boy had gone out on the bridge 
to fish at about 3 00 o'clock 
and 


at the time the accident 
occurred 


were some distance apart, 
Cecil 


being with several colored boys, who 
had been very successful In catching 
yellow tails. It Is not known posi- 
tively 
what caused the boy's 
fall 


from the bridge, but It was probably 
li trying to clutch his-pole which had 
slipped from his hand or in trying 
to grasp a fish as It dangled from 
his hook. 


Mr. Byne did not see the boy fall, 


but heard the other boys cry out 
and on running to the spot found his 
nephew struggling in the water. Be 
gathered up all the poles near 
at 


hand and threw them to Cecil call- 
ing to him to support himself 
by 


them until he could get help to him, 
but the boy seemed too frightened 
to understand and fought 
wildly to 


keep his head above water 
''The boy had fallen from the south 
side of the bridge and as the tide 
was running out he drifted further 
from the 
structure 
Mr. 
Byne 


stripped off his pants and shoes and 
jumped iBto-tha river. He says he 
was very much excited and lost valu- 
able time in removing Ills shoes and 
before he entered the water Cecil 
had, he thinks, gone down for 
the 


last time. Not being much of 
swimmer, and encumbered by 
his 


clothing, he quickly found it neces- 
sary to make his nay back to 
the 


bridge, in which he was assisted by 
J B Abercrombie, who drives

Seabreeze and Daytona Beach hack 
and who arrived on the scene just 
as the boy had gone down for 
tie 


last time

RAISED DURING SUMMER. 


Every year at this season,

July to October, there is much com- 
plaint because the only vegetables 
on the local markets are imported 
onions, cabbage and Irish potatoes 
If our truckers would only supply the 
trade at this season With fresh beans. 
field peas, lettuce, tomatoes, turnip! 
"greens" and other desirable vege-' 
tables, they would get good price* 
and ntake more than enough money 
to pay them for their trouble. 


Then, why don't they do It? Some 


explain that the heat of ttte gun will 
destroy the young plants But Capt. 
J. J MoCann says that the 
vege- 


tables named above can be

The Florida Growers and Shippers 


league !• rapidly increasing In num- 
bers and strength. Is nearly 1,000 
strong already and. the prospects are 
there will be double that number in 
30 days. 


Such movements have been attempt- 


ed before In Florida, but the success 
of this movement is due to the fact 
that it Is the outcome of a popular 
demand. The growers met in Tampa 
in April nearly 400 strong and decided 
a state-wide protective organisation 
was needed in matters of transporta- 
tion, refrigeration and legislation. 
and to promote the growers' best in- 
terests in many ways. 


By the convention which met there 


a committee of 20 was appointed 
which met in DeLand during the ses- 
sion of the State Horticultural soci 
ety, and by that committee B. L. Ham- 
ner was in Hay elected secretary and 
general manager to take charge of the 
work of organisation, and he began 
the work actively in June. 


"This is to be an organization of, 


by and for the growers of vegetables, 
fruits, pineapples, and all perishables, 
and those who ship, handle and deal 
in these," says Manager Hamner. 


"There will be local leagues in each 


community, self governed, and these 
local leagues will elect the governing 
body of the central league. The mem- 
bership fee is but one dollar, and the 
league will be supported by a nomi- 
nal assessment based on the ship- 
ments of the members, 
something 


like 60 cents per car load, which will 
be but a small portion of the benefits 
derived by such members. 


"This is not an organization 'for 


profit, nor to create lobs for any one ' 
One of the best ransportation experts 
will be employed to study the trans- 
portation problems of the growers, 
and there will be a cooperative claim 
department that will look after the 
claims of members for overcharge 
and damages, and other departments 
looking to the betterment of Florida 
agricultural conditions generally." 


The offices of this league are at 


present In the Gas company building 
in Tampa, where the matters are be- 
ing handled upon a strictly business 
basis, systematically, and the success 
of the movement seems assured. 


"Certain it is," says Mr. Hamner 


"that If the growers of Florida cannot 
unite at this time when the very air 
is charged with demands for coopera- 
tion especially among farmers It wll 
be a long time before they ever will 
This league is endeavoring to unite 
all the small clubs and associations 
and leagues throughout the state into 
this one league, taking from 
them 


none of their rights or privileges, but 
putting a head to it, giving to them 
all the advantages of the powers of 
the numbers of all the others." 


Secretary Hamner has been giving 
series of addresses during the past 


week on the advantages of state-wide 
co-operation. These are but the first 
of a series of addresses by Mr. Ham- 
ner.

NO* SEEMHHE ASSURED 


BRITISH CAPITAL IS SAID TO 


HAVE BECOME INTERESTED IN 


LINE FROM TAMPA ACROSS TO 


FORT LAUOERDALE. 


That English capital has been Inter- 


ested in the 
Atlantic, Okeechobee 


and Gulf railway, and that construc- 
tion of the line will begin shortly. Is 
the statement made by Vice Presldenl 
W. 8. Jordan, of the railway. Mr. Jor- 
lan, former mayor of Jacksonvlle, is 
a stockholder In the proposed line and 
was chosen vice president when the 
articles of Incorporation were granted 
by Governor Qilchrlst. 


The railway was chartered nearly 


two years ago and the builders intend 
ed running it across the peninsula, 
running southeast from Tampa, 
via 


Arcadia, crossing the Caloosahatchee 
river above Fort Myers near La Belle 
and running south of Lake Okeecho- 
bee, strike the east coast either at 
Fort lauderdale or Miami. Fort Laud 
erdale was proposed by the promoters 
in the beginning, but since that time 
Miami has been making overtures in 
the way of 
terminal offers, for the 


eastern terminus, and recent accounts 
from Miami papers tend to show thai 
the Magic City's offers stand a good 
chance of being taken up. The pro- 
moters already have a right of way In 
the city of Tampa and also through 
the territory to the east coast and a 
great deal of this has been cleared. 


The affairs of the road have been at 


a standstill for a year and a half, dlf 
ferent reports having been sent out 
at various times One was to the ef 
feet that a Chicago syndicate was in 
tending taking the proposition up but 
this was not substantiated. The state- 
ment made by Mr. Jordan tends to 
show that the promoters have tfie 
proposition on a solid basis at this 
time and that something will shortly 
be done toward actual construction.

of wealth for the state. 


Of course, Mr Hamilton Is trying 


to arouse public sentiment for the de- 
velopment of deep waterways for New 
Smyrna, but he Incidentally shows 
that by using the St. Lucle, the Hall 
fax, the St Johns, the Ocklawaha and 
Kisslmmee rivers, connecting by ca 
nals with the great lakes in Osceola 
Lake and Orange counties that Or 
lando would have fine waterways in 
a triangle of canals, any one of which 
would bring freight and passengers 
from the coast to this city

has looked into the matter, more than 
that he has been in consultation with 
government engineers who know ac 
curately the conditions in Florida, 
and they have assured Mr Hamilton

Florida as a state having the great 
est possible waterways^of any state 
in the Union 


In addition to the value of freight 


carrying capacity, which every one 
knows must be the basis for develop 
Ing waterways, the passenger traffic 
in the state would be something en 
ormous, and the contribution 
that 


these waterways would make to Flor- 
lija is beyond computing There can 
be no doubt thai so great natural re- 
sources will not long remain unde 
veloped 
We speak here in tbe sim- 


ple bope of adding one more voice to 
tola state in bogeechlcg the govern 
ment of the United States to look 
toward developing the waterways of 
Florida 


Following one line, a canal can be

TO PUSH ALONG THE WORK OF 


ORGANIZATION. 


The Florida Growers and Shippers 


league !• rapidly Increasing In nun* 
bers and strength. Is nearly 1.000 
strong already and the prospects are 
there will be double that number in 
30 days. 


Such movements have been attempt- 


ed before In Florida, but the success 
of this movement IB due to the fact 
that it Is the outcome of a popular 
demand. The growers met in Tampa 
in April nearly 400 strong and decided 
a state-wide protective organisation 
was needed in matters of transporta- 
tion, refrigeration and legislation. 
and to promote the growers' beat in- 
terests In many ways. 


By the convention which met there 


a committee of 20 was appointed 
which met in DeLand during the ses- 
sion of the State Horticultural soci- 
ety, and by that committee B. L. Ham- 
ner was In Hay elected secretary and 
general manager to take charge of the 
work of organlxatlon, and he began 
the work actively In June. 


"This is to be an organization of, 


by and for the growers of vegetables, 
fruits, pineapples, and all perishables, 
and those who ship, handle and deal 
in these," says Manager Hamner. 


"There, will be local leagues in each 


community, self governed, and these 
local leagues will elect the governing 
body of the central league. The mem- 
bership fee is but one dollar, and the 
league will be supported by a nomi- 
nal assessment based on the ship- 
ments of the members, 
something 


like 60 cents per car load, which will 
be but a small portion of the benefits 
derived by such members. 


"This Is not an organization 'for 


profit, nor to create jobs for any one.' 
One of the best ransportation experts 
will be employed to study the trans- 
portation problems of the growers, 
and there will be a cooperative claim 
department that will look after the 
claims of members for overcharge 
and damages, and other departments 
looking to the betterment of Florida 
agricultural conditions generally. 


The offices of this league are at 


present in the Gas company building 
in Tampa, where the matters are be- 
ing handled upon a strictly business 
basis, systematically, and the success 
of the movement seems assured. 


"Certain It is," says Mr. Hamner, 


"that If the growers of Florida cannot 
unite at this time when the very air 
Is charged with demands for co-opera- 
tion especially among farmers it will 
be a long time before they ever will 
This league is endeavoring to unite 
all the small clubs and associations 
and leagues throughout the state Into 
this one league, taking from 
them 


none of their rights or privileges, bu 
putting a head to it, giving to them 
all the advantages of the powers o 
the numbers of all the others." 


Secretary Hamner has been giving 


a series of addresses during the pas 
week on the advantages of state-wide 
co-operation. These are but the first 
of a series of addresses by .Mr. Ham 
ner. 
In these addresses he will set 


forth that this is not a co-operative 
marketing organlxatlon like the Citrus 
Exchange Those belonging to the ex 
change are Joining as well as the In 
dependent growers and shippers of 
fruits, and this movement IB to Include 
the vegetable growers, the general far

NO* SEEMS TO BE ASSURED 


BRITISH CAPITAL IS SAID TO 


HAVE BECOME INTERESTED IN 


LINE PROM TAMPA ACROSS TO 


FORT LAUOERDALE. 


That English capital has been Inter- 


ested In the 
Atlantic, Okeechobee 


and Gulf railway, and that construc- 
tion of the line will begin shortly, is 
the statement made by Vice President 
W. 8. Jordan, of the railway. Mr. Jor- 
dan, former mayor of Jacksonvlle, Is 
a stockholder In the proposed line and 
was chosen vice president when the 
articles of Incorporation were granted 
by Governor QUchrist. 


The railway was chartered nearly 


two years ago and the builders Intend- 
ed running it across the peninsula, 
running southeast from Tampa, 
via 


Arcadia, crossing the Caloosahatchee 
river above Fort Myers near La Belle, 
and running south of Lake Okeecho- 
bee, strike the east coast either at 
Fort Lauderdale or Miami. Fort Laud- 
erdale was proposed by the promoters 
In the beginning, but since that time, 
Miami has been making overtures in 
the way of 
terminal offers, for the 


eastern terminus, and recent accounts 
from Miami papers tend to show that 
the Magic City's offers stand a good 
chance of being taken up. The pro- 
moters already have a right of way In 
the city of Tampa and also through 
the territory to the east coast and a 
great deal of this has been cleared. 


The affairs of the road have been at 


a standstill for a year and a half, dif- 
ferent reports having been sent out 
at various times One was to the ef- 
fect that a Chicago syndicate was in- 
tending taking the proposition up but 
this was not substantiated. The state- 
ment made by Mr. Jordan tends to 
show that the promoters have tfie 
proposition on a solid basis at this 
time and that something will shortly 
be done toward actual construction.
